Police Raid Speakeasy, Break Up 


Gang Smashing

“PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—The gang of youths responsible for the 


vandalism against Jewish storekeepers in the Northeast section 
ef the.city was broken up as a result of a vice squad raid early Sun- 
day morning on the home of John Bendarowrc, where police said 


he conducted a speakeasy. The 

Relations Council, co-operating 
‘with the Crime Prevention Bu- 
reau, had been investigating the 
continual breaking of store win- 
| dows in that area as to possible 
manifestations of anti-Semitism. 


In the raid on the speakeasy, 
where ten men and six women 
were charged with disorderly con- 
duct, the vice squad round-up in- 
cluded some of the members of 
the gang known to be responsible 
for the vandalism in that area. 





Investigation by the JCRC, it was 
revealed by Maurice B. Fagan, 
Executive Director, not only 
showed that the window breaking 
was an expression of anti-Semi- 
tism, but also that some members 
of the gang were responsible for 
the anti-Semitic and pornographic 
letters received by Jewish store- 
keepers in the neighborhood in 
fecent months. 


At the hearing on Monday, As- 


sistant District Attorney D. Bar- 
low Burke emphasized the fact 


that the raided home not only 
operated as a speakeasy, but that 
it also served as a gathering place 
for a gang of youths seeking to

foment racial and religious ten- 
sions in the area by molesting 
and intimidating the storekeepers 
in the East Wyoming Avenue sec- 
tion. It was the common practice 
of the gang to congregate in the 
speakeasy on Saturday nights, 
and on leaving in the early hours 
of the morning, to terrorize the 
neighborhood by breaking the 
windows of Jewish-owned stores. 


The JCRC was called in to in- 
vestigate the vandalism after six 
store windows in the East Wyom- 
ing Avenue section were broken 
on Sunday, Jan. 20, between the 
hours of 3 and 5 in the morning. 
In co-operation with the police 
authorities under Caytain Thom- 
as Gibbons, of the Crime Preven- 
tion Bureau, it was found that 
three brothers living in the neigh- 
borhood were the ringleaders of 
the gang. Further investigation 
led to their meeting place in the 
speakeasy and uncovered the 
fact that their anti-Semitic ac- 
tivities included the writing of 
anonymous letters as well as 
the breaking of store windows.

Conference Asks UNO 
Outlaw Anti-Semitism

CLEVELAND—The American 


Jewish Conference, in session at 
Hotel Cleveland here, has gone 
on record as: 

SUPPORTING the Jews in the 
Holy Land in their refusal to rec- 
ognize the illegal action of the 
British” in denying the right of 
entry of Jews into Palestine. 


CONDEMNING the British gov- 
ernment’s recent action in term- 
inating the mandate over Trans- 
Jordan, 


DEMANDING that British ter- 
rorism, including virtual martial 
law, be stopped as contrary to 
Anglo-Saxon law and the best 
traditions of the American-Eng- 
lish people. 

Calling for the trial of Hus- 
seini, former grand mufti of 
Jerusalem, as a war criminal and 
collaborator with the Nazis. 

The closing session of the con- 
ference approved a_ resolution 
calling upon the United Nations 
to outlaw anti-Semitism. 





Sternists Act Quickly; 
Destroy Radar Station

JERUSALEM—The Mount 


Carmel radar station was blown 
up by an armed band of terror- 
ists. Eight British soldiers were 
injured, two seriously. The sta- 
tion and its antenna mast were 
destroyed. 


Whether the blowing up of the 
radar station had anything to do 
with the seizure by police of a 
secret radio transmitter operated 
by the Stern Group in a series 
of house-to-house searches con- 
ducted by police and military 
forces, was not known. A num- 
ber of people were arrested, in- 
cluding a 19-year-old girl said to 
be the radio announcer for the 
clandestine station. 


Using radio detection appar- 
atus, police cordoned off an area 
in the city and then proceeded 
with their search until the trans- 
mitter was uncovered on the roof 
of a house in Hashomer Street. 


Conference Approves Weak Plan 


National Organizations 
Unite to Hold Ground; 
ZOA Keeps Body Alive

CLEVELAND, O.—A _ compro- 
mise resolution which embodied 
the Zionist demand that the 
American Jewish Conference be 
continued, and without new elec- 
tions; the B’nai B’rith demand 
that no new democratic body 
with widened scope could be 
founded without its prior agree- 
ment; and the American Jewish 
Congress demand that an overall 
democratic agency be set up, was 
carried overwhelmingly at the 
third session of the American 
Jewish Conference meeting here 
Sunday through Tuesday. 

Although the actual resolution 
was maneuvered through a 
stormy session by the national 
organizations who seemingly pre- 
sented a solid front, the third ses- 
sion presented the organization 
with more than a few trying mo- 
ments before the resolution was 
adopted. 

At Tuesday afternoon’s session 
at which this problem of the or- 
ganization and future of the con- 
ference was decided the three ma- 
jor national organizations, the 
Congress, the Z.O.A. and the 
B'nai B'rith presented the dele- 
gates with a united front. But 
actually such was not the case, 
for as late as 11 a.m. that same 
morning Rabbi Stephen S. Wise’s 
American Jewish Congress was 
attempting to put through an 
amendment which read: 

“In the event that no agree- 
ment on a permanent, dema- 
cratic, representative Jewish 
body can be _ reached, the 
fourth shall be the final session 
of the American Jewish Con- 
ference as at present consti- 
tuted. If there is agreement 
then an election shall be held 
of delegates from the Ameri- 
can Jewish community to that 
session out of which is to be 
born the permanent Jewish 
body.” 

This resolution of course was 
not accepted by the B’nai B'rith 
because it meant they would not 
be in a position to protect the 
sovereignty of the Anti-Defama- 
tion League, and was defeated in 
the committee room. 

When the emasculated resolu- 
tion finally adopted was present- 
ed that afternoon, the Congress 
did not take the floor to press 
its point of view, and as far as 
the community delegates were 
concerned they were fighting and 
lost to a solid front of the nation- 
al organization. 

Near Revolt Anyway 

But even that solid front did 
not prevent a near revolt. This 
rebellion reached its high point 
when Rabbi James G. Heller, of 
Cincinnati, called the resolution 
“utterly futile.” He said the 
American Jewish Conference had 
lost “status and standing.” He 
repeated that the national organ- 
izations are “not willing to dele- 
gate” their powers to a repre- 
sentative body. He denounced the 
selfish prerogatives of the nation- 
al organizations, and he “excepted 
no one from his indictment.” He 
pointed out that the Conference 
could not be successful. He said

that the attitude of the nviional 
organizations “condemned any fu- 
ture American Jewish Conference 
to precisely the same type of im- 
mobility from which this one has 
suffered.” He called the present 
American Jewish Conference “em- 
asculated,” and he wanted a call 
“straight to the Jews of the 
United States” to form a new 
body made up only of commun- 
ity delegates.” 


Brings Down the House 

Heller earned the applause of 
the house when he declared that 
it would never be possible to have 
a successful Conference as long 
as it was composed both of com- 
munities and of national organi- 
zations, and he called for a new 
body from which the national or- 
ganizations would be excluded. 

There was no question either 
at this point or any other time, 
about how the delegates felt. 
They wanted an all-inclusive per- 
manent, democratic body not re- 
stricted in scope. They yielded 
however before the pleas and 
threats of the national organiza- 
tions and the knowledge, which 
these national organizations never 
permitted to be lost sight of, that 
the American Jewish community 
was already highly organized 
with functioning agencies doing 
comprehensive jobs in their re- 
spective spheres of operation. 

So that although Rabbi Heller 
seemed to sweep the delegates 
with him, it was a short-lived re- 
sponse. These were not the dele- 
gates who cheered wildly at the 
Waldorf Astoria at the historic 
first session. These were not the 
delegates that almost refusei to 
accept the suzerainty of the na- 
tional organizations at Pittsburgh 
last year. 

In fact in the other sessions too, 
this same listlessness was more 
than noticable. None of the 
speakers seemed to rouse the au- 
dience, and the audience in turn 
failed to permit the speakers— 
even Rabbis Silver or Stephen 





Resolution on Organization 


The delegates assembled at the Third Session of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference in Cleveland, Ohio, having received with 
appreciation a report on the work done to implement the pro- 
gram and purposes of the Conference and recognizing that the 
problems with which the Conference was created to deal continue 
to confront the Jewish people with all their urgency and grav- 
ity, direct the new Interim Committee which will be elected at 
this session to continue and intensify the work of the Confer- 
ence within the purposes defined in the Pittsburgh proposals. 

The Interim Committee shall call a fourth session of the 
Conference at such time and place as it deems advisable, but 


not later than 15 months from the date of this session.

Where a vacancy exists or where the authority of a delegate 
is questioned by’ his community, the Interim Committee shall 
determine procedure to fill the vacancy so as to insure authorized 
representation of the community. 

It is recognized that there is a widespread demand for an 
American Jewish organization competent to speak authoritatively 
for the Jewish community, and since this Conference was not 
designed as a permanent body, the Interim Committee is directed 
to explore the possibility of esfablishing a permanent, democratic, 
representative, Jewish body in consultation with representative 
community organizations and through agreement as to the na- 
ture and scope of such an organization with existing national 
organizations, and subject to such agreement, to propose ways 
and means for bringing such a body into existence.

Try to Amend It 

Delegate after delegate rose to 
his feet to amend the resolution, 
to give it teeth, to tie the na- 
tional organizations down, but 
they were ruled “irrelevant” by 
Henry Monsky who conducted the 
session, or wiped off the slate by 
the “motion to lay on the table” 
by that astute parliamentarian 
Louis Lipsky. 

One motion introduced by Arn- 
old Ginsburgh, of Philadelphia, 
would have made the contem- 
plated new organization “all in- 
clusive and given it supervisory 
power over the national organ- 
izations.” That too was ruled ir- 
relevant. 

Another motion would have 
eliminated the phrase “and 
through agreement as to the na-

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agreement.” This too was ruled 
irrelevant. 

Another motion would have 
made it mandatory that new elec- 
tions be held in the event no 
agreement is reached. 

Although these and other reso- 
lutions were cleared away, dur- 
ing the process certain conces- 
sions were gained, at least for 
the record. Henry Monsky, who 
previously had said that it might 
take ten to fifteen years for the 
evolution of a permanent, demo- 
cratic all inclusive organization 
of American Jewry, expressed the 
hope that the next session of the 
Conference would also be the 
first for the new body. He also 
clarified the point on the word 
“agreement” by interpreting it to 
mean that unanimous agreement 
among the national agencies 
would not be necessary, although 
a motion to insert the word ‘“ma- 
jority” in front of “agreement” 
was one of those that was op- 
posed and ruled out. 


Fight Ends Suddenly 

Although the fight by the dele- 
gates continued for three hours, 
almost to within ten minutes of 
the close of the session, that last 
ten minutes saw the will of the 
delegates and their willingness to 
continue the discussion evapor- 
ate, it was that disintegrating. 
Lipsky made his motion to lay 
the amendments on the table, and 
within less time than would have 
been thought possible, the reso- 
lution had been adopted and the 
all-important session was over, 
with the national organizations in 
complete control once more. 

The struggle over the resolu- 
tion began on Friday at the meet- 
ing of the General Committee 
when a report of the Interim 
Committee was presented which 
in effect would have allowed the 
present Conference to die and 
would have begun the explora- 
tion of the possibilities for a new 
body limited in scope to the “over- 
seas problems.” 

It was Mrs. David deSola Pool, 
former president of Hadassah, 
who forced a reconsideration of 
the question by declaring that she 
had been unable to attend the 
Interim Committee meeting. 
the fight continued that after- 
noon, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to discuss informally a 
new resolution. This committee, 
when it brought back its report, 
which was drafted by Henry 
Monsky, had its own controversy 
when Dr. Israel Goldstein and 
Irving Miller, members of the 
committee, declared that Mr. 
Monsky’s draft did not represent 
the conclusions reached at the dis- 
cussion. Mr. Monsky then with- 
drew his version, and a new ver- 
sion was drafted.

The third session of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference opened 
in an atmosphere of frustration 
and doom. The addresses deliv- 
ered by Rabbis Eisendrath and 
Monsky did nothing to relieve that 
sense of helplessness and failure. 
The national organizations, 
through their bloc system and 
caucus, have the Conference 
bound, sealed and delivered.. The 
delegates who had their ears 
pinned back a year ago when 
they clamored for the inclusion 
of the American Jewish scene 
and for a permanent Conference 
are more anxious than ever that 
this come about. I fear that it 
will spend itself in the tumultuous 
applause for every utterance in 
favor of them. One gets the im- 
pression that since the machinery 
of the Conference is in the hands 
of the national groups—this over- 
whelming desire will dissipate 


-itself in the furious applause for 


all mention of permanency and 
the American scene, and the dele- 
gates will return home as frus- 
trated as they did at the end of 
the second session. 


They want the Conference to 
instruct the Interim Committee 
to hold a referendum within a 
reasonable time on the questions 
of permanency and the American 
scene—and for a new election of 
delegates. 


Representatives of communi- 
ties, and they are in the majority 
at the Conference, are greatly em- 
barrassed in that they are being 
perpetuated’ as delegates—with- 
out the consent of the communi- 
ties.

* To Charge Union 
Tainted With Zionism 


SPINCINNATI—The possibility 
of a serious rift in the Reform 
movement was causing concern 
here as the meeting of the Bi- 
ennial Council of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
approached. The meeting, which 
will be held in Cincinnati Marcn 
36, was attracting nation-wide 
attention in Reform circles as 
the Reform movement prepared 
to fight off attacks on three 
fronts—in all of which the Zion- 
jst viewpoint was involved. 
In the major issue, such con- 
gregations as that in Baton 
Rouge, La., was to be the pro- 


the Reform movement has be- 
come Zionist and must be once 
and for all rid of that taint. 
Other congregations like that of 
Beth Israel in Houston, the Re- 
form Congregation in Lincoln, 
Neb., and several in other parts 
of the country are expected to 
join in the accusation. 

This group is now in the pro- 
cess of finding endorsers of its 
views and is sending out na- 
tionally a petition for signatures 
which would endorse a set of 
five principles, aimed principally 
against Zionism, and which 
would forbid members and rab- 
bis an devery other synagogue 
official from believing other than 
the way expressed in the princi- 
ples. 

The second major issue, also 
tied up with Zionism, is that of 
the affiliation of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, 
in the American Jewish Confer- 
ence. Although the Union has 
time and again specified that it 
has taken no stand on the contro- 
versial Palestine Resolution of 
the first session of the American 
Jewish Congress, anti-Zionists 
still contend that affiliation with 
the Conference is tantamount to 
endorsement of the Conference 
action demanding Palestine as 
the Jewish State. 

This issue has been carried 
over since the Conference’s first 
session in 1943, and although it 
has been considered by the execu- 
tive committee of the Union, ac- 
tion has been deferred until this 
Biennial, despite the fact that 
two additional sessions of the 
conference, and many months, 
have intervened.

CHICAGO, Ill.—Declaring that “certain basic 
concepts of American Reform Judaism are to- 
day in jeopardy,” a group patterning its belief 
on the famous Houston principles, has been or- 
ganized here which would. admit to member- 
ship in its American Reform Congregations 
only those who subscribe to these basic prin- 
ciples. 

The group, which elected Bernard S. Grad- 
wohl, of Lincoln, Neb., as chairman, would re- 
quire that “to strengthen and preserve our basic 
principles each rabbi, officer and trustee, prior 
to assuming the duties of his office, would be 
required to express his adherence to such prin- 
ciples. 

Meeting at the Congress Hotel, on Jan. 17, 
twenty-six individuals voted to seek signatures 
to’ a petition from those in agreement. The 
group adopted the name “Alliance for the 
Preservation of American Reform Judaism.” 
All Parts of U. S. Represented

Reform Judaism take a definite 
stand for ‘pro’ or ‘anti’ Zionism? 


The five “basic principles” are: 

1. We affirm our belief in the Unity of God. 
Our watchword is, “Hear, O Israel, the Lord 
our God, the Lord is One.” 

2. We accept as binding, as do all Jews, the 
moral laws expressed by Moses and in the 
teachings of the Prophets, but we do not regard 
as obligatory those traditional laws and cus- 
toms which are not in consonance with con- 
temporary standards and needs. In connection 
with our religious services we maintain that we 
shall use such ritual and ceremonies as symbol- 
ize in effective and beautiful form, the prin- 
ciples of our faith and which are adapted to 
the progressive and liberal spirit of our times. 

3. We recognize that it is our hallowed duty 
to speed the coming of the Brotherhood of Man 
under the Fatherhood of God, which is the 
Messianic ideal for which all righteous human 
beings work and pray; and we believe that only 
in such universal moral evolution in man will 
those of Jewish faith find the answer to their 
historic problems. 

Identification as Jews is determined solely 
on the basis of their acceptance of Judaism. 
The national and political affiliations of Jews 
are those of loyal citizens of the respective 
countries which are their homes. We are 
neither a nation nor a race. We are a religion 
only. We stand for the continuation of Juda- 
ism and Jewish identity solely as a religion, 
and not as a national or racial group. We stand 
unequivocally for the continued separation of 
Church and State. We, in this country, have 
no nation except the United States, and no 
nationality execpt American. We consider it 
our sacred duty to help our coreligionists in 
all parts of the world whenever and wherever 
the need may arise, even as we must help all 
mankind who may be in need in accordance 
with the principles of our faith. Our responsi- 
bility is to work together with the citizens of all 
nations, to the end that all individuals be guar- 
anteed full rights of citizenship in their re- 
spective nations in accordance with the inter- 
national Bill of Rights of the United Nations 
Organization. 

5. Since religion is the only distinction of 
the Jew, we affirm our fundamental belief that 
in all communal or civic activities, not of a re- 
ligious nature, those of Jewish faith should 
participate as individual American citizens and 
not as a secular minority group. We maintain 
that Jews are not a secular group and we depre- 
cate any attempt to constitute them as such. 





Delegates will have to consider 
that if extremists on either side 
should win the victory, it may 
well lead to a schism in our Re- 
form ranks, and divide our house 
against itself. Other matters to 
be discussed include the adoption 
of ceremonials, the revival of the 
Kiddush and Sabbath lights, ete.”

My Way,” “Bells of St. Mary,” “Bernadette’’). 

They don’t *begrude the Catholic religion these 
lovely stories but they inquire, isn’t there at 
least one movie story in the Protestants, one 
in the Jews? 

Recently “Time” quoted a Protestant leader. 
He was hoping that the movies would get 
around to the brave story of Protestantism, to; 
the nobility of historic Judaism. 

I had been thinking in the same direction 
after sentimental sessions with Father Bing 
Crosby in “Going My Way” and with Father 
Bing in “Bells of St. Mary.” 

Wy, I mused, don’t they make a movie about 
Rabbi Crosby? Gentle 
Rabbi Crosby worrying 
about the kids in his 
neighborhood? Dear 
Rabbi Crosby taking 
time out to trouble him- 
self about some strang- 
ers, a man and his wife, 
who had separated and 
should be getting to- 
gether on account of ps 
their child. Good Rabbi Crosby who makes 
much of the small troubles among the —_ 
in this congregation. 

Yes, a movie of Rabbi Crosby! 

Yet, after I had snapped out of the sweet 
influences of “Going My Way” and of “Bells 
of St. Mary,” I fell down to the earth with a 
painful thud. It hurts horribly to be let down 
that way by the facts. After all, is Rabbi 
Crosby performing the simple pastoral duties 
that make a movie about a Catholic priest a 
refreshing experience? 

Rabbi Crosby is away somewhere in the uni- 
verse and doesn’t know much of what’s going 
on next door. He is playing statesman and is 
concerned with setting the whole world right. 
Next Sabbath he is giving a sermon on foreign 
relations. 

He feels it is up to him to set the United 
Nations Organization going right on its way. 
Rabbi Crosby’s eyes are far away from his 
neighborhood and, after next Sabbath’s ser- 
mon, his congregation should feel convinced 
that in him they are privileged to have a rabbi 
who should be sitting in the State Department. 

As a man on whose shoulders rest the des- 
tinies of nations, he has little time for the 
smaller affairs of the people of his congrega- 
tional circle. They are having plenty of trouble. 

This one has come to a break with his wife. 
That one would like to know what’s best to do 
about his boy who hasn’t been going right. A 
girl is giving her parents some awful heart- 
aches and they would be grateful for some 
help. 

If, in their distress, they ever thought of 
seeing Rabbi Crosby they dismissed the idea. 
How could they presume to bother him? Rabbi 
Crosby is carrying the world on his shoulders. 
He has this big problem and that to settle, 
more important than their small pains. Only 
last week the newspapers reported that he was 





deep in the matter of China. He said in a scr- 
mon that China was to be the test of the good 
will of the nations. He challenged the states- 
men to meet the test of China. 

His distressed members may as well go to 
the State Department with their private prob- 
lems: 

Rabbi Crosby is so deep. The way he knows 
all the books! Every once in a while he gives 
a sermon on the latest book. They are afraid to 
get close lest they fall into his profundity, 
Some of them have from time to time heard 
about Father Cronin of nearby St. Joseph’s 
Church who cares only about people, but, then, 
a Jew can’t feel like — his troubles to Fa- 
ther Cronin. 

Father Cronin worries about people like Pat. 
Not that Father Cronin is insensible to the 
bigger world around him. He would like to see 
a good, international world established, in ac- 
cordance with the Sermon on the Mount and 
its Beatitudes. But he knows that he himself 
can’t do much about that and, in the mean- 
while, there’s so much to do in his own parish. 
Regretfully, he leaves the world to the re- 
sponsible international agencies. 

There’s Pat who hasn’t been treating his 
family right. He beat his wife black and blue. 
Father Cronin must be taking Pat in hand. 
The Murphys are coming to a split in their 
domestic life and, maybe, Father Cronin can 
apply his good offices there. He must take 
steps in the matter of that O’Brien girl. 

There’s enough to look after in the narrow 
limits of Father Cronin’s parish, however much 
he would like to give his ideas to the Foreign 
Policy Association. Father Cronin doesn’t dis- 
dain his lesser duties to little lives. 

I am not comparing Rabbi Crosby with Fa- 
ther Cronin invidiously. Rabbi Crosby is a 


. high-minded gentleman who honestly, if mis- 


takenly, feels he has statesmanlike functions. 
I can understand Rabbi Crosby: Perhaps this 
concept of his functions has to do with the 
messianic complex that is of many of us and 
which is all to our credit. We want a better 
world because we know that when the world 
gets better it will be good for Jews, too. 

But Rabbi Crosby’s vision is all out of per- 
spective and he misses seeing his main job 
which has to do with little people; with Levy 
worried about his son, just out of the Army, 
who is having a hard time getting himself 
placed in the world; with Cohen who would 
like some help in putting together again the 
chaos of his family life; with Ginsberg who 
feels horribly troubled on account of one thing 
or another. 

No, it seems there isn’t enough for a movie 
director to bite into in the career of Rabbi 
Crosby. A movie director does like occasionally 
to make a picture of the career of a states- 
man, like Wilson, but, then, in statesmanship 
Rabbi Crosby can’t be classed with Wilson. 

There remains historic Judaism for the work 
of a movie director; that’s of long ago and’ 
far away. It was the time of rabbis in Europe 
who knew little of the world beyond their 
neighbors and their problems.

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DANNY AND THE FALASHAS 


O YOU remember Danny 
Noor the Palestinian boy, 
whom you met ‘in this column 
last week, when we reviewed the 
book “The Strange Adventures of 
Danny Noor?” 

Danny wasn’t satisfied just to 
visit the Jewish community of 
India. He persuaded Musayi’s 
* family to let the Indian boy go 
back with Danny to Palestine, see 
everything for himself, and re- 
port it all back to his own people. 

It was a strange procession 
that reported back to the steam- 
er, the ‘Eagle’s Beak,” and the 
captain laughed as he saw Danny, 
followed by the Chinese cabin- 
boy, Chan Fu, and bringing up 
the rear, the Indian boy. By this 
time, the crusty old captain had 
become very fond of Danny and 
interested in his search for the 
Lost Tribes of Israel, so he took 
on Musayi as third cabin boy.

WHEN THE BOAT docked at 
_ Djibouti in Ethiopia, the captain 
discovered from the company 
agent, that in this country, there 
were a people called the Falashas, 
who considered themselves He- 
brews. 

The agent, who spoke perfect 
English, offered to take Danny 
and his friends to see them. 

Danny looked questioningly at 
the captain. But the captain 
grinned and said, “I, too, go wid 
you. I want to see, for once, how 
lost tribes are discovered.” 

Walking to the train station, 
Danny looked closely at the na- 
tives. They were a little lighter 
skinned than Negroes but he no- 
ticed that they had the same stiff, 
black, curly hair, thick lower lips 
and broad, almost flat noses. 
They were barefoot and bare- 
headed, and their clothes were 
most unusual. They wore a white 
garment wrapped around the 
body like a sheet with one end 
thrown back over the shoulder 
leaving an arm free. On their 
legs were tight fitting white 
trousers. The agent Signor Fer- 


rini told Danny this Ethiopian 
dress was called shama. Under- 
neath the men carried their wea- 
pons, and Danny could see a 
crooked sword or dagger in the 
folds of many shamas. 

* a * 

THERE WAS A two-hour train 
ride up the mountain Finfinee, 
and on the way, Signor Ferrini 
told Danny that the Ethiopion re- 
ligion has many Jewish connec- 
tions. The rulers believe they are 
descended from King Solomon. 
The King is called NEGUS. His 
seal is inscribed with the six- 
pointed shield of David, and his 
flag bears a lion, the symbol of 
the tribe of Judah. In the 1600's, 
there was a king called Zara 
Ya’eqob who was a Christian. 
His son, Zaga, gave up his fa- 
ther’s religion and became a Jew. 
With a learned man, named Abba 
Zabra, the prince built a Jewish 
house of worship, which stands 
even today in the mountainous 
region called LOSO. 

After the train trip, the party 
hired mules and a guide, and 
rode over the hilly country until 
at last they saw a group of low, 
thatched huts before them. This 
was the Falasha village called 
Belessa, and its huts sheltered 
one hundred and fifteen people.

THE FALASHAS looked just 
like the black Ethiopians Danny 
had seen all along his journey, 
and they were dressed in SHAM- 
AS. 

The travellers were greeted by 
the leader of the community call- 
ed the DEBTERA ARYEN and, 
after Danny had proved that he 
was Jewish, the party was taken 
to the house of worship. It was 
a spacious hut with a stone fence 
around it and a large stone for 
making sacrifices. 

It was the Eve of Succoth when 
Danny came to the Falasha vil- 
lage and Danny and Musayi were 
invited to attend the services, 
while their friends, who were 
“unbelievers” were ushered to an- 


This Week in Jewish History 





RINTING of first Hebrew 
book completed. The art of 
printing was welcomed by the 
Jews as “the art of writing with 
many pens.” From the time of 
the earliest printers reference is 
made to their craft as 
“holy work” (“Abo- 
dath ha-Kodesh”). 
Nothing was more 
fruitful in the service of letters 
than the invention of printing. 
Hebrew printing was first begun 
in Italy. By 1500, Hebrew presses 
had been set up in Reggio di 
Calabria and Naples as well as 
at Ferrara, Bologna, Rome, Son- 
cino, and many other Italian com- 
munities. The Jewish printers 
were for the most part learned 
men. Abraham Conat was a phy- 
sician at Mantua, whose interest 
fm the new art was shared by his 
wife Estellina. Like their Italian 
colleagues of the time, the Jew- 
ish printers were in the main im- 
migrants from Germany or of 
German immigrant stock. Thus 
the buying public was able to pro- 
cure printed editions of the Bible,

its commentaries, the Talmud, 
prayer hooks, codes, grammars, 
philosophical works and belle- 
lettres. Early in the 16th cen- 
tury the printing of Hebrew 
books in Venice passed into the 
hands of Christians. From the 
press of Daniel Bomberg (1517- 
1549) a non-Jew, came the first 
and second editions of the Rab- 
binic Bible, the first complete edi- 
tion of the Babylonian Talmud, 
and the first edition of the Pales- 
tine Bible.

Death of Moses Mielziner. A 
native of Posen, Germany, he 
came to the United States in 1865, 
after an impressive 
career as a scholar in 
Europe, when he ac- 
cepted the pulpit of 
Cong.

THERE WAS very little in the 
service that reminded Danny of 
the customs of his own people. 
The Falashas did not have a 
scroll or SEFER TORAH, but in- 
stead, read from a book written 
in a small ornamental handwrit- 
ing. Danny learned later that 
most the prayer books were writ- 
ten in Ge’ez an old Ethopian lan- 
guage, which had not been 
spoken since the 13th century. 
Only the DEBTERA and one or 
two other religious leaders un- 
derstood the prayers. They make 
sacrifices of meat as part of their 
observance. 


The older told Danny, through 
the interpreter, Signor Ferrini, 
that the Falashas have been in 
Ethiopia for a long time. Once 
there was a Falasha kingdom 
with the great and good Queen 


Esther as ruler. There were 


many Falasha kings and nobles. 
But for the last 800 years the 
Falashas have been oppressed and 
persecuted in Ethiopia. 

Now there are 75,000 souls who 
observe the Jewish religion, keep 
the Sabbath and the New Year 
and are mindful of the words of 
the Bible.

AS DANNY celebrated Succoth 
with the Falashas, he felt how 
strange it was that a white Jew- 
ish boy from Palestine, and a 
brown Jewish bey from India, 
should be celebrating the festival 
here with the black Jews of Ethi- 
opia. And he felt how wonderful 
it was that at this time, Jews all 
over the world were observing the 
holiday with prayers, and the col- 
or of their skin—black or white, 
brown or yellow—made no differ- 
ence in their unity and brother- 
hood.

Henry III Grants Protection to 
Jews of Speyer. There were a 
number of privileges allowed the 
Jews of that old Ba- 
varian community, 
“ these included permis- 
sion to trade in the 
harbor in all kinds of goods, and 
to exchange gold and silver. They 
received as their special property 
a burial ground from the estates 
of the Church. The chief rabbi 
was given absolute jurisdiction in 
all cases arising among them, and 
Jews were permitted to hire 
Christian - servants and nurses 
and to sell to Christians such 
meat as they themselves did not 
use. Henry III confirmed on Feb. 
19, 1090, and even extended, 
grants which had been made to 
the Jews, in particular to Judah 
ben Kalonymus, David ben Mes- 
hullam and Moses ben Jekuthial. 
The forcible baptism of any of 
the children of those specifically 
mentioned was made punishable 
by a fine of twelve pounds gold. 
There were a number of other 
privileges which were signed by 
the emperor himself but neither 
the original charter nor its re- 
enactment proved sufficient to af- 
ford the Jews protection.

O YOU can’t get white flour? Maybe it’s a blessing in disguise. 

Even the “enriched” white flour we are to be deprived of is 

low in certain minerals that are abundant in whole wheat, rye, corn, 
soybean and other flours. 

Except for the customary Challah—which might take on a light 
prunette complexion—white flour will be substituted very conven- 
jently in the average Jewish household. Rye bread and pumper- 
nickel will continue to be favorites. And if you should want to bake 
quick breads at home, here are a few recipes for muffins you'll 
delight in: 

Corn Meal Muffins 

1 cup corn meal, 1 cup sifted flour (any kind), 2 tablespoons 
sugar, % teaspoon salt, 4 teaspoons baking powder, 1 cup milk, 1 
egg, 3 tablespoons shortening. 

Sift the dry ingredients together. Beat the whole egg, add milk 
and melted shortening, and stir in the dry ingredients. Mix only 
till the dry ingredients are dampened. Do not beat. Grease muffin 
pans and fill % full. Bake 25 minutes at 400° F. Yield: 16 small or 
12 large muffins. 

Variation: Drop about a spoonful of the batter in each muffin pan, 
add a teaspoon of preserves, chopped prunes, or tart 
jelly, cover with more batter almost to the top. Bake as 
above. 


Graham Muffins 

2 cups graham flour, 42 teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons sugar, 1% 
teaspoons baking powder, % teaspoon baking soda, 1 egg, 1% cups 
sour milk or buttermilk, 3 tablespoons melted shortening, a dash of 
cinnamon. 

Combine dry ingredients, mixing thoroughly. Beat egg, add 
milk and melted shortening then stir in dry ingredients enough to 
dampen the flour. Fill well greased muffin pans and bake 25 min- 
utes at 400° F, 

Soybean Muffins, 

1% cups flour (any kind), % cup sifted soybean flour, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 2 tablespoons melted shortening, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 
teaspoons baking powder, 1 egg, % cup milk. 

Sift together dry ingredients. Beat egg and stir in milk. Add 
melted shortening and stir in dry ingredients, enough to dampen 
all the flour. Turn into greased muffin pans, 7s full. Bake 20 min- 
utes at 425° F. 

Rye Muffins 


1 cup rye flour, 1 cup flour (any kind), 2 tablespoons sugar, %

teaspoon salt, 3 tablespoons melted shortening, % teaspoon baking 
soda, 1% teaspoons baking powder, 1 egg, 1% cups sour milk, 1 
tablespoon caraway seeds. 

Sift together dry ingredients. Beat egg and stir in sour milk. 
Add melted shortening and stir in dry ingredients, adding caraway 
seeds last. Reserve some of the caraway seeds to sprinkle on top 
of each muffin. Turn into greased muffin pans and bake 25 rainutes 
at 400° F. 


Vegetable Muffins 

2 cups sifted flour, 2 tablespoons sugar, % teaspoon salt, 4 
teaspoons baking powder, 1 egg, 1 cup milk or tomato juice, 3 table- 
spoons melted shortening. 

Sift together dry ingredients. Beat egg and add liquid. Stir in 
the sifted ingredients. Heat shortening and beat in last. Fill greased 
muffin rings almost to the top and bake 20 minutes at 425° F. 
Variation: To make Spinach Muffins, add % cup flour to the above 

amount and increase salt to 1 teaspoon. Mix as above and 
add 1 cup finely chopped spinach to the liquid.

“Oh, I think you are making too much of the 
danger. After all the hero or ‘good guy’ always 
comes out victorious, and the villain is in- 
evitably punchised. That should prove to the 
children that ‘crime doesn’t pay’! I’m not going 
to worry about it.” 

“But that’s where you are wrong,” the social 
worker said. “By the time the villain is pun- 
ished, his life of crime has been so glamorized, 
that punishment or no punishment, it is at- 
tractive to the imaginative child. 

“It’s the same thing with movies. Look at 
what happened with the picture of the life of 
Dillinger. He died for his misdeeds in the 
approved fashion. But do you remémber the 
epidemic of juvenile crimes that followed the 
showing? And do you remember how many 
of these young bandits admitted seeing the pic- 
ture and being inspired by it?” 

“A child doesn’t reason that crime brings pun- 
ishment. He feels that this particular villain 
had had bad luck or wasn’t clever enough. He’ll 
take the same plan and be more careful, and 
he won't fail.”

THE FIRST MOTHER laughed. “Do you 
mean to say your child or mine is going out 
to rob a bank or steal a state secret after listen- 
ing to a crime program or seeing a crime pic- 
ture?

In Vichy France, Stein decided 
that the war was not over for 
him so he joined an underground 
movement. His job was to notify 
allied authorities how many allied 
aviators who were shot down or 
escaped from Nazi war camps 
were on their way to Englang 
across the channel. 

How to do it without being de- 
tected worried him until he hit 
upon the idea of using the sports 
pages of the papers. Every few 
days he would bring results of 
fencing matches to the sports edi- 
tor. The paper would print them 
such as : Belgium 5, France 2. To 
Allied authorities that meant that 
five Belgian and two French 
flyers were on their way across 
the channel.

Here are a few personal im- 
pressions of the third session of 
the American . Jewish Confer- 
ence at Cleveland. 

Rabbi Maurice Ejisendrath 
emerged as a new leader in the 
American Jewish community at 
this third session. In three days 
of poor speechmaking, at least 
two of Rabbi Eisendrath’s ap- 
pearances on the rostrum were 
notable exceptions. The first 
when he opened the deliberations 
Sunday afternoon, and the sec 
ond when he replied to Rabbi 
James G. Heller in the stormy 
Monday afternoon session. I 
have been told that Rabbi Eisen- 
drath writes his speeches, reads 
them over once, and that is all 
that is necessary for perfect 
memory. ; 

Rabbi Eisendrath will need all 
the skill he has acquired at the 
coming Biennial Council of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations .in Cincinnati. 

Firm in his belief that the 
-American Jewish Committee 
could have remained in the Con- 
ference because “dissent can be 
registered in ways other than 
withdrawal or isolation,” Rabbi 
Eisendrath strongly condemned 
the Committee in his opening ad- 
dress. 

s * * 

Those not familiar with the 
terms “Pittsburgh Call” and 
“Relevancy” might not know 
how important they were at the 
third session. The Pittsburgh 
Call is so named because the 
American Jewish Conference was 
born at this meeting in Pitts- 
burgh which also limited the 
Conference’s scope to overseas 
problems. The word “relevancy” 
then grow out of the use of the 
terms of the Pittsburgh Call as 
a yardstick by which any mo- 
tion which called for an exten- 
sion of the scope of the ionfer- 
ence was ruled out of order. 


It most be remembered in any 
weighing of the results of the 
Conference that this third ses- 
sion brought most of the dele- 
gates together for the third time. 
There were a few replacements, 
of course, but for the main it 
Was the same delegates facing 
the same problems, and faced 
by the same leaders. No wonder 
then, that this session could not 
reach heights of enthusiasm. 
And this in turn affected the 
ability of speakers to reach any 
heights of oratory.

The most interesting group at 
the session was the Independent 
bloc. This group were for two 
simple changes—permanence and 
broadening of scope. I attended 
the first meeting of this group 
when there were less than tea 
| @elegates present. At the last, 
" fmeeting of this bloc over 150 


delegates were on hand. The bloc 
did the best it could, and was 
helped by Rabbi Heller’s unex- 
pected backing, but it was un- 
able to swing the convention.

Dan Frisch who last year 
moved from Indianapolis, the 
district he was supposed to rep- 
resent as a delegate, won a vic- 
tory in the credentials commit- 
tee, and was permitted to keep 
his seat. The Indianapolis Jew- 
ish Federation had voted that 
since Mr. Frisch had moved 
from the city he no longer could 
represent the community, and 
when this message was _ pre- 
sented to the credentials commit- 
tee, several of Mr. Frisch’s 
friends who probably had never 
been to Indianapolis and who 
couldn’t possibly know better 
than the Indianapolis Federation, 
declared that Mr. Frisch had 
moved away from that city only 
temporarily. 

The action that anyone cogni- 
zant with the way the Confer- 
ence is controlled would expect, 
was then taken. Mr. Frisch was 
permitted to retain his seat, de- 
priving a community of 10,000 of 
representation. 

But came the opening day, 
came the second day, and Mr 
Frisch not only had not regis- 
tered, but he had not taken the 
trouble to send any message so 
that his alternate could serve 
in his stead. Several Conference 
officials privately denounced this 
type of thing, and recognized 
that they had been placed in an 
embarrassing position.

Rabbi William Kramer con- 
tributed this next piece: 

The American Jewish Confer- 
ence met last week just ten 
blocks away from and 91 years 
later than the first American 
Jewish Conferencgq It was in 
1855 that The Conference of 
American Israelites met in the 
then downtown Medical College 
of Cleveland’s Western Reserve 
University. It was called largely 
at the suggestion of Dr. Isaac 
M. Wise, leader of the liberal 
wing of American Judaism. Isaac 
Leeser of Philadelphia, famed 
Bible translator and Conserva- 
tive leader, was also present. 

Both laymen and rabbis at- 
tended. The purpose was to unite 
American Israel religiously. All 
existing congregations having 
regular ministers were repre 
sented. Leeser and Wise split on 
the question of religious reform 
and the Conference failed to con- 
tinue. 

An important contribution, 
however, was the publication by 
a Conference committee of the 
“Minhag America,” first Ameri- 
can Jewish Prayerbook.

Then Tuesday I returned 
from the American Jewish Con- 
ference at Cleveland, only to 
leave the office again Thursday 
for a week’s trip. That will bring 
me back here about next Friday, 
and Sunday I'll be going over to 
Cincinnati for the Biennial of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations. 


Third Session A Failure 


LTHOUGH many delegates at the third 
session felt that definite progress toward 
achieving a really democratic all-inclusive na- 
tional Jewish organization had been made as 
the result of the resolution adopted on reor- 
ganization and future, it should be obvious 
after a little objective consideration that such 
is not the case. 

The Conference is through. That much is 
conceded, although in fact, it was through long 
before this third session. 

The discussion then centers on what the 
possibilities are for a new body of real demo- 
cratic concept. In the opinion of The Post: those 
possibilities are practically nil. 

In order to achieve a new body it will now 
be necessary to secure the prior agreement as 
to scope and nature from the national organ- 
izations and it is already a foregone conclusion 
that such agreement will be reached only if the 
sovereignty of the Big 3 is not jeopardized. 
None of these national organizations save 
perhaps the Congress will be willing to cede 
to the contemplated new body any of their 
authority, and on the horns of that dilemma 
the new overall agency will be locked. 

The Zionists will continue the Conference 


as long as it can be marshalled to speak for a 
large segment of the American Jewish com. 
munity. The B'nai B’rith will continue the Con- 
ference as long as it is useful to American 
Jewry and will remember that it is a shield to 
ward off the formation of the powerful new 
body which the American Jewish community 
deserves, wants, and eventually will get. 


At the third session, the delegates, all of 
whom had known of the low estate to which 
the Conference had fallen in the estimation of 
American Jewry, allowed themselves the lux- 
ury of believing that once again they were an 
important organization and that their delibera- 
tions might go on with no change for as long 
as they wished it. But that wishful thinking 
must evenly now have been dissipated. 


With no new elections, with no referendum, 
with no possibility of any future remedy of 
the ills which at present prevent the Confer- 
ence from functioning fruitfully, and with no 
chance of securing an altogether new agency, 
it is obvious that the American Jewish com- 
munity will have to look elsewhere for the 
kind of organization it thought it was forming 
and must have. 


~ Little To Fear In New Reform “‘Alliance’’ 


HE POST does not hold with those who 
look fearfully to the forthcoming session 
of the Biennial Council of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations. Even the fact that 
the anti-Zionist group has finally organized 
nationally does not seem to warrant the fur- 
rowed brows of Reform leaders these last few 
weeks. 
The question sooner or later had to come to 
a head. That it will be resolved now instead of 
being allowed to go on and fester and to create 
more disgruntled feelings is all to the good. 
One observation however is warranted. It is 
to be hoped that whatever the decision of the 
Biennial Council, that decision will be accepted 
in good grace by both sides. Of course if either 
side feels that on principle it cannot go along 
with the decision, it has the prerogative of 


withdrawing from the Union, and there is the 
possibility that the small dissident group may 
actually withdraw to form its own organization. 
Unfortunate as that would be, The Post’s 
point is that a clarification of the situation will 
be all to the good. The thinkers in the Reform 
movement have for this many years pointed 
out that Reform is a dynamic, growing, chang- 
ing movement and to attempt to crystalize it 
either on the Pittsburgh Platform of 1885 ora 
platform adopted at the coming Biennial would 
be a serious mistake. An understanding and ac- 
ceptance of this theory of change may not 
bring back the dissidents into the fold, but it 
will cause those who might have been swayed 
by argument for a rigid adherence to the Pitts- 
burgh Platform, or what Dr. Isaac M. Wise 
said, to realize what is true Reform Judaism. 


Law and Medicine Not Only Rewarding Work 


fpr this particular survey reported 
elsewhere in this issue shows only that 
certified public accountants and _ consulting

Policy of B’nai_ B’rith’s Anti-Defamation 
League in Recent Smith Episode Hit By The 
Sentinel of Chicago—The Jewish people have 
earned the right to stand up and shout—not 
whisper—“We expect to be treated equally with 
every other citizen.” We have earned the right 
to demand an end to discrimination, to second- 
class citizenship, and anti-Semitism. We have 
suffered and paid a high enough price in blood 
and sarifice to insist upon our full rights every- 
where in the world. 

Every responsible organization in Jewish 
life voices this opinion. At the top of the roster 
stands the largest and most influential group 
of American Jewry—B’nai B’rith—with a mem- 
bership of 265,000. We have been encouraged 
in this attitude by the forthright statements 
made by Henry Monsky, Supreme Lodge Presi- 
dent, who declared: “. ... The only way to 
fight anti-Semitism is to treat it like a plague 
and expose its germs to the ray-killing glare 
of the sun. Once brought out into the daylight 
of full publicity and exposed, American public 
opinion can be counted upon to do the rest .. .” 

What has happened, however, in almost every 
instance where the Chicago Jewish commun- 
ity has been brought together during the past 
two years to discuss methods of combating a 
particular incident of anti-Semitism? The most 
recent Gerald L. K. Smith episode is a good 
case in point. 

At the first meeting where the various com- 
munity organizations (including the trade un- 
ions, youth and veterans’ groups) gathered to 
decide upon common course of action, B’nai 
B'rith as usual was represented by a spokesman 
of the A.D.L. He argued vehemently for what 
he termed the strategy of “the silent treat-

At the final meeting of the strategy com- 
mittee, held the day prior to the demonstra- 
tion, the A.D.L. representative again reaffirmed 
the official opposition of his organization. When 
questioned as to whether this meant that the 
Chicago B’nai B'rith membership would not 
participate, he stated that he had authority to 
speak for that membership on all such matters 
of public relations. 

Since Thursday night, the A.D.L. has been 
belittling the success of the picket line, claim- 
ing that it “played into the hands of Smith by 
giving him the publicity he was seeking.” More- 
over, both Judge Heller and Judge Caplan were 
severely criticized by the A.D.L. for having the 
courage to sign the arrest warrants for Smith, 
Terminiello and Kister. 

What were the results of the united action? 
Did it succeed or fail? Was A.D.L. right or 
wrong in advocating a “silent treatment” 
policy? 


The answer is self-evident. Chicago gave an 
impressive demonstration of anti-fascist unity 
in the most effective manner possible. Beyond 
a shadow of a doubt, we demonstrated that we 
do not propose to allow this “Charlie McCarthy 
Hitler” to come into eur city without opposi- 
tion. One immediate result was that his meet- 
ing scheduled for Saturday night at Viking 
Temple was cancelled. The indignation of our 
citizenry for the first time stopped them dead 
in their tracks. This is a great victory that can- 
not be overemphasized.

AT THE AMERICAN JEWISH CONFERENCE 

ONDAY, 9:30 P. M.—I am writing this sitting at the foot of the 

platform, listening to Silver’s address. The hall is overcrowded, 
with the overflow filling several adjoining rooms. Everybody is 
listening in rapt attention, except Rabbi Irving Miller who is talking 
to his neighbor, a young man in military uniform. By the time I 
reached the period, he stopped talking: Now it is the young man 
in uniform talking to Rabbi Miller. He is a chaplain. I just came in. 
They tell me Stephen Wise had already spoken. I read Silver’s 
address before hearing it. I read Goldstein’s address before hearing 
it. And besides, I am not supposed to confine my presence to the 
regular sessions or my writing to mere reporting. There will be 
the regular press releases. 

Applause—Silver mentioned the need to go counter to the wishes 
of the President in the case of the Palestine Resolution. 

Tonight is the night of great speakers. Silver—and then Zalman 
Grinberg, Zalman Grinberg was supposed to have arrived yesterday 
from Europe, but his plane did not reach Washington until last 
night. I saw him today at noon when he gave an interview to the 
representatives of the general press. He is a young physician from 
a D. P. camp, an active leader among them. He is from Kaunas, 
Lithuania, where he was director of X-ray research until the Nazis 
took him to Dachau. There he spent nine months. He speaks English 
fairly well. Some of the questions put to him by the non-Jewish 
reporters betrayed a stubborn refusal to recognize the existence of 
a Jewish question. 














SILVER is making a vigorous defense of the need to woo Soviet 
support without taking sides as between USSR and Britain. Person- 
ally, I am not quite convinced that the reason is not somewhat la- 
bored. But the attempt to pin on Zionist leaders a Communist orien- 
tation is ridiculous, even though some have made it a practice—a 
stupid practice—to attend every meeting of Communist and fellow- 
traveling shysters to which they are invited. 

Oh, yes. I forgot to mention that I have moved from the foot 


_ of the platform to the press table where I found a seat near Sidney 


Marks. Libby Braverman just came in and sat down at the foot of 
the platform where I had just sat. “Finders keepers,” she said to me. 
“Si Kennen (I. L. Kennen) chased me away,” I said she could sit 
there. I need a table to write my column. 

The audience is listening in rapt attention.

THERE HAVE BEEN some good speeches before, too. Judith 
Epstein this afternoon gave a fine review of the hearings in Wash- 
ington. But altogether there have been too many speeches. The 
leaders insist on treating the conference as a mass meeting, while 
the delegates take themselves quite seriously as meni! of an 
incipient Jewish parliament of American Jewry. Slowly but surely, 
the delegates are making headway.

THE MOST REMARKABLE feature of Silver’s addresses, apart 
from his oratory, his logic and his vocabulary, etc., is his impas- 
sioned, consistent Herzlian Zionism.

THIS AFTERNOON was devoted rade to the problem of the 
future of the Conference: Silver just finished. The camera clicked 
again.

This afternoon, I said, saw a parliamentary battle. I thoroughly 
enjoyed it, though with my Russian background, I can’t make head 
nor tail out of it. I never learned it, any more than I learned how 
to play baseball or shout at a hockey game. But I enjoyed u.¢ show, 
just as I would enjoy a good performance in a Portuguese theatre. 

Stephen Wise is introducing Zalman Grinberg. He is telling 
about his heroic feat of single-handedly forcing Nazis to take care 
of 500 Jews in a hospital. The audience rises to greet Grinberg, who 
is dark, slight, with an engaging energetic face. He speaks in 
English. Ann Jarcho just remarked to me: “Whenever I look at 
this little fellow, I can’t help thinking of his feat.” And she told me 
the story I have just related. At noon, when I watched Grinberg 
give his interview to the press, I witnessed a touching scene. An 
uncle of Grinberg’s came to see him. He waited in the anteroom, 
nervously pacing up and down, until Grinberg would be through 
with his interview. As soon as the press conference was over, the 
two rushed to each other and embraced.

DURING the press conference, Major Fleischman came in and 
greeted Grinberg. “How are you, Zalman?” The two men embraced. 
Fleischman returned only a few weeks ago from Central Europe, 
where he had represented the Conference. He came back inspired 
by the spirit that he had seen among the surviving Jews. Grinberg 
answered the stupid questions of the non-Jewish reporters with 
skill and quiet dignity.

HE SPEAKS WELL and forcefully. His English is good, getting 
better as he goes along. He is bitter against the civilized world. 
“We know now that even before the war we lived in camouflaged 
coneentration camps.” I looked around—I see tears in some eyes 
and a tense expression on every face. Major Fleischman, sitting on 
the platform behind the speakers, watches him with an expression 
of warm affection. “We must not, we cannot and we will not stay 
in Europe.” 

Before I forget: Last night Dr. Jacob Robinson, head of the 
Institute of Jewish Studies of the World and American Jewish Con- 
gress, delivered an address which was a keen and brilliant analysis 
of the Nuremberg trials. It was not a speech, not a recitation of 
facts and ideas already familiar to the audience, but a real revela- 
tion. 

I am told that Grinberg has written the whole English speech 
all by himself. The second half of his address is to be in Yiddish. 
Grinberg is getting tired of the strain of the foreign language. At

This is a Jewish version of the 
German word Weinreb, meaning 
“a vine.” The original name of 
your family was Israel. 

When the Austrian Emperor 
Joseph II issued his law compel- 
ling all Austrian Jews to assume 
family names, he forbade them 
to take their Hebrew names as a 
family appellation. But the Jews 
were greatly attached to their 
Hebrew names. So they kept 
them in a symbolic way. If you 
turn to the Bible (Jeremiah, 6, 9) 
you will find the prophet’s predic- 
tion that “they shall thoroughly 
glean the remnant of ISRAEL as 
a VINE.” 

The biblical comparison of Is- 
rael to a Vine gave your ancestor 
his clue. He took the name of 
Weinreb, (Jewish Weinraub) 
which is an equivalent of “VINE” 
in the above quotation. 

The names Weinstock, Israel 
and Isserles have the same mean- 
ing as yours.

This name is borne both by 
Christians and by Jews. Its mean- 
ing depends on the religion of 
the bearer. Wilder as applied to 
Christians means “a native of 
Wilden,” in Germany. The Jewish 
name Wilder means “wanderer, 
stranger.’ "It is a very old name, 
dating back to the days when the 
word had a different meaning in 
German from what it has today. 
It was first assumed by a nos- 
talgic immigrant into Germany 
to commemorate the fact that he 
had come from a distant country 
and knew not a soul in the new 
place where he settled.

What Happens to a Million Dollars? 


INCE 1933 some 250,000 refugees have come to this country 
fleeing from Nazism in Germany and the countries consumed 
by the Nazis. In the first year of Hitler’s rise to power there~were 
enly 4,000 men and women who had the courage or the foresight 
to leave the Old World, but by 1939, when there could be no further 
doubt about Der Fuehrer’s intentions, the number had risen to 51,000. 
Thereafter the war caused periodic sharp decreases, almost to the 
disappearing point. 

The reaction of the American Jewish community was immedi- 
ate. A National Coordination Committee was set up to meet the 
particular needs of the newcomers, and in the crucial year of 1939 
the National Refugee Service was created to take over the work 
of existing agencies in the field, and to meet the problem with an 
expanded program. 

American Jews were liberal to the N.R.S. In 1940 that body 
expended almost 3% million dollars; in 1941, 3 millions; in 1942, 
almost 2% millions; 1944, just over one million dollars. The decrease 
in expenditures is striking and marked—and to be expected. Unless 
the N.R.S. program were ineffective, there should have been con- 
tinued decrease, as the former refugees became self-supporting, 
normal members of the Jewish community—and the budget of the 
national agency would then decline to the vanishing point, and dis- 
appear, as the National Refugee Service, with joy and celebration, 
could proclaim its tasks ended, and its liquidation as a body a fact. 


e a * 


AN INDEPENDENT and objective study made recently by the 
impartial Committee for the Study of Recent Immigration from 
Europe has found that practically all the refugees who have come 
here since 1933 are already self-supporting, well-adjusted, and 
thoroughly integrated into the life of the country. Indeed, we would 
ke thoroughly disappointed were the facts to be otherwise. I have 
no doubt but that the N.R.S. itself might substantiate these findings. 
Not to do so would be to admit the failure of its operations for the 
past five years. 

The purpose of the N.R.S.: “To assist Jewish and other refue 
gees in the United States; provide financial assistance and family 
services, job and professional placement, a ee loans, social ad- 
justment program and other forms of aid. .’ is thus apparently 
fulfilled. 

Yet the 1944 expenses were a million dollars, the 1945 expenses 
are about a million dollars, and the requested 1946 budget is also 
a little over a million dollars. In other words, the diminishing 
budget has stopped diminishing, and it begins to-appear that an 
emergency agency, set up as a temporary expedient to assist and 
coordinate existing agncies, is now unwilling to liquidate itself, and 
seeks to perpetuate its million dollar budget as a constant drain on 
American Jewish resources. 


FOR ONE THING, the continued existence and activity of the 
N.R.S. is a libel on the refugee’s reputation. The emergency is over, 
these people are for the most part self-sufficient, and yet the con- 
tinuance of the N.R.S. gives the impression that there are many 
thousands of men and women who would be public charges, were 
it not for the N.R:S. A million dollars can go a long way, if prop- 
erly spent, yet one searches in vain for evidence of the constructive 
or necessary work which the National Refugee Service is now doing. 

Liquidation of the Oswego Shelter? Their 1946 budget calls for 
$50,000 to effect such liquidation, and $75,000 in relief thereafter. 
It is to be doubted if the latter sum will be necessary, but in any 
event the Oswego project is the only legitimate item on the 1946 
budget. For the remainder, one must ask again, how many persons 
will be the beneficiaries of that million dollars this coming year? 

The suspicion is rapidly growing in Jewish circles, among social 
workers, newspapermen, and other observers, that the staff and 
administration’ of the National Refugee Service are not interested 
in the liquidation of that body, with consequent loss of their posi- 
tions, lay or professional. I have heard some interesting statements 
regarding the number of employees, and the size of salaries paid 
by the N.R.S., in proportion to the number of refugees actually be- 
ing helped. The organization might shed further light on this score 
if it wished. 

ONE FINAL POINT. How long does a refugee remain a refu- 
gee, and when does he become an American?

It is a reflection 
upon these people to maintain any longer a “Refugee Service.” It 
is a reflection upon them—and a waste of a million dollars a year, 
for which there is genuine, crying need elsewhere.

RABBI BERNSTEIN ANSWERS RABBI 
BERGER, SAYS HE EVADED CHAPLAINCY 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

My attention has been called 

_ to the statement by Rabbi Elmer 

Berger, 

the American Council for Juda- 
‘ism, concerning his relations 

with CANRA, the endorsing body 
for Jewish Chaplains. Any offi- 
cial reply will have to come from 

that Committee, of which I 

ceased to be Executive Director 

when I returned to my congrega- 

tion in Rochester on Feb. 1. 

However, when Rabbi Berger 

made specific and false state- 

‘ments concerning myself, “that 

he could not obtain endorsement, 

etc.,” he left me with no alterna- 
tive but to state the facts. 

When Rabbi Berger appeared 
before CANRA on March 1, 1943, 
he was endorsed for the Chap- 

' laincy, and he agreed, as did all 
ether candidates, to serve in 
either the Army or Navy, de- 
pending upon the then current 
need. Because requirements in 
the Army were so much greater 
then than in the Navy, Rabbi 
Berger was recommended to 
that branch of the service. In 
violation of his commitment, he 
refused to serve, insisting upon 
the Navy. 

Later in the year, when fur- 
ther Naval openings developed, 
Rabbi Berger was recommended 
to the Navy. Again he refused 
to serve, this time on the basis 
of his commitments to the 
American Council for Judaism. 

He persisted in this refusal un- 
til the summer of 1944, when his 
Name was about to be dropped 
from the list of Chaplaincy can- 
didates because of his refusal to 
serve. Thereupon, he sent a tele- 
gram to CANRA offering his 
Services to the Navy, although it 
was known that there were no 


| Spenings for Naval Chaplains at 
that time. 
In the late Fall of 1944, when 


,a Naval opening developed, Rab- 
bi Berger initiated certain steps 
toward a Chaplaincy commission 
which he never completed. His 
reluctance and evasiveness were 
so marked that the Chief of 
Chaplains of the. Navy was com- 
pelled to state that he was not

interested in having Rabbi Berg- 
er as a Naval Chaplain. All ef- 
forts to have him complete the 
process leading to a Naval Chap- 
laincy had been unavailing. 

When Rabbi Berger refused to 
complete his processing with the 
Navy and to answer all letters 
concerning it, and when the Na- 
val Chief of Chaplains refused to 
give Rabbi Berger any further 
consideration because of his ob- 
vious unwillingness to serve, a 
final opportunity was given him 
for Army service. In February, 
1945, General Eisenhower had 
radioed for fifty additional Jew- 
ish Chaplains to serve urgent 
overseas needs in that crucial 
period of the war. By this time, 
nearly all of the eligible Rabbis 
had already offered their serv- 
ices, and had either been com- 
missioned or rejected for physi- 
cal or technical reasons. Despite 
his record, Rabbi Berger was 
given another chance to serve as 
an Army Chaplain. Consistent 
with his record, he declined to 
do so. In the closing months of 
the war, all letters to Rabbi 
Berger concerning Chaplaincy 
service remained unanswered. 

Throughout this entire experi- 
ence, Rabbi Berger at no point 
gave evidence of a sincere desire 
to serve as a Chaplain. He de- 
clined to keep his promises; he 
was persistently evasive, and, as 
in his most recent statement, 
specious in his excuses. 

Throughout this entire period, 
Rabbi Berger was writing arti- 
cles and making speeches de- 
mouncing Zionists, who consti- 
tuted over 95 per cent of the Jew- 
ish Chaplains, as “un-American” 
and “un-patriotic.” Is it any won- 
der then that the Jewish Chap- 
lains and GIs feel nothing but 
contempt for Rabbi Berger and 
the organization which he repre- 
sents? It is a pity that he has 
made necessary the explanation 
of this contempt in the public 
press.

SAYS SMALL DIFFERENCE BETWEEN JEWS 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

In your issue of Feb. 8, “An 
Eastonian” takes you to task for 
printing a letter by Dr. Joseph 
Kane. of Faston, Pa. (Published 
fon Jan. 18.) “An Eastonian” 
thinks that by releasing this let- 
ter you “overstepped” your pol- 
icy of freedom of the press. 

I write to defend both The 
Post and Dr. Kane. I don’t know 
this gentleman and on the basis 
of his letter I would say that he 
would do well if he should read 
or reread Dale Carnegie’s popu- 
‘Yar book. However, his main 
thesis is essentially correct—and 
as a firm believer in telling the 
'truth (whether pleasant or un- 
pleasant) you are to be com- 
~mended for publishing his letter. 

What Dr. Kane tried to say is 
something like this: (1) that the 
vociferously proclaimed  differ- 
ences among American Jews in 
belief and mode of living are 
largely non-existent; (2) that 
these differences are artificially 
stimulated by institutions and or- 
ganizations whose primary ob- 
ject is self-perpetuation; (3) that 
the remedy lies in a powerful 
public opinion which should de- 
‘Mand the unification of and im- 


provements in these instrumen- 
talities in order that they may 
serve American Jewry effectively. 

Who will deny the validity of 
these arguments? Only those 
who resort to wishful thinking 
and professional “public rela- 
tions” workers whose object is to 
promote their respective organi- 
zations regardless of their use- 
fulness. It is obvious that the 
situation must be changed—or 
else we shall have no Jewish 
community to quarrel over. The 
first step in the direction of re- 
vitalizing American Jewry is to 
develop not only externally but 
also internally a passion for 
facts. We cry out against preju- 
dices without; let us not counten 
ance them within. 

Unfortunately the Anglo-Jew- 
ish press is so permeated by a 
mah. yomru ha-goyim complex 
that they don’t permit criticism 
of internal Jewish affairs. We 
have too many holy cows con- 
cerning which our press cries 
out, “Touch not mine anointed!” 
Our editorializers feel that their 
objective must always be to de- 
fend the Jew and not to call at- 
tention to communal evils. How- 
ever, if such a policy is ‘con 


tinued we are headed for a time 
(in the not too far distant fu- 
ture) when we shall have no 
Jews to defend, 

The Post, by practicing genu- 
ine freedom of the press, is a 
wholesome exception. It is this, 
more than anything else, which 
is sure to increase your circle of 
friends everywhere. Keep the 
good work up.

Though I have aligned myself 
with the group.of chaplains that®and prudence. But I believe that 


recently made a dramatic appeal 
in behalf of the Zionist cause, I 
must take, exception to the tac- 
tics that have since been em- 
ployed. Chaplain Blumenthal’s 
recent rhetorical piece and the 
venom directed against the per- 
son of Elmer Berger are entirely 
out of place. In fact they are out 
of harmony with the spirit of the 
polemic which we should wage 
intelligently against the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism. 

Our critique of the Rosenwald 
Clique can stand on its own feet; 
it is not strengthened by dis- 
turbing the sacred memory of 
the dead or by pointing accusing 
fingers at the skeletons in the 
closets of the living. On the con- 
trary, our position will be weak- 
ened by this injection of person- 
alities, and I for one would hate 
to see a vendetta - conducted 
against any Rabbi who failed his 
country during the recent war 
emergency. I may express my 
own disdain of such unforgivable 
behavior, but it is my firm con- 
viction that the cause of Judaism 
or the American Rabbinate will 
not be served through a cam- 
paign of villification. So let’s 
stop flaying the- body of Berger 
and get on with the task of ex- 
posing the soul sickness that 
lurks behind the elaborate Coun- 
cil propaganda, 

It might also be advisable to 
look into our own hearts and as- 
certain to what extent we too are 
injudiciously heaping fuel on this 
ideological feud. Tempers in Jew- 
ish life are usually frayed and 
we tend to over-dramatize and to 
shout at the top of our voices at 
the slightest pretext. Now this 
cleavage in the Reform movement 
is fast becoming a serious one 
and in time might imperil the 
whole course of its future de- 
velopment. Some Zionists may of 
course regard this as a battle to 
the finish. In the past gentlemen 
of this breed have not. dis- 


tinguished themselves for tact 


Reform Rabbis should be cau- 
tioned against the policy of pull- 
ing some one else’s chestnuts out 
of the fire. What is at stake is 
not only American Jewry’s orien- 
tation to the Zionist question but 
the future health and growth of 
Reform Judaism and hence the 
sages should be wary in their 
speech lest the breach be made 
irrevocable. 

I have a feeling that Zionists. 
too have sinned in charging the 
air with too much bitterness and 
a nasty display of temper. While 
I affirm the Zionist point of view 
as against that of the Council, I 
reserve the right to call our peo- 
ple to task for their sledge-ham- 
mer techniques. This is not the 
path of ideological victory. And 
if we have in mind only a nar- 
row, personal triumph, then we 
have already defeated our aims 
by ourselves. A study of the his- 
torical development of this con- 
flict will reveal the interesting 
fact that it was precipitated by 
hasy action and the zealousness 
of individuals who for the first 
time seemingly found themselves 
entrenched in power. Their tac- 
tics are still misguided. 

If we browbeat the members of 
the opposition, we cannot hope to 
convince them, unless of course 
we regard them as being beyond 
persuasion. In which case the 
Council has similar legitimate 
grounds to pull no punches. The 
result of course will be that the 
Zionist cause might make some 
headway, but at the same time 
the body of Reform Judaism will 
be battered and bruised by this 
internecine warfare. Do Zionist 
Reform Rabbis welcome such a 
state of affairs? A little more pa- 
tient though and less heat would 
be much appreciated by us battle- 
weary veterans.

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VIEWS AGAINST VIOLENCE SHARED BY 
MANY LEADERS SAYS RABBI AGUS 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

My attention was just called to 
the scurrilous letter printed in 
your “Freedom of the Press” sec- 
tion, issue of Feb. 8th, concern- 
ing my article on the dangers of 
the anti-British terror movement 
in Palestine. Your correspondent, 
naturally enough, does not dis- 
close his identity. 

It seems to me that your ac- 
tion in printing the anonymous 
letter, attacking the character of 
a rabbi who is well known to 
you, is inconsistent with the high 
standards of Jewish journalism 
that you claim to uphold. 

When I began a campaign to 
convince Zionist leadership of 
the fatal errors in their policy 
of militant resistance and terror, 
I knew that I could only expect 
to receive brickbats for my 
pains, from the people who pre- 
fer to think with their blood 
rather than with their brains. 
For the life of me I cannot see 
why my critics in New York and 
Chicago who sit in their com- 
fortable offices and invite the 
Jews of Palestine to fight it out 
with the British are any braver 
than I, who persist in calling a 
hysterical and histrionic Jewish 
public opinion to its senses, 
knowing very well that I cham- 
pion a most unpopular issue. 

I am happy to record that 
nearly all the rabbis and schoi- 
ars who reacted privately to my 
writings—and they are among 
the leading Zionists of the coun- 
try—share my views in every de- 
tail. However, some doubt the 
wisdom of discussing such issues 
in public, while others fear to 
risk the disapproval of their re- 
spective followings. 

I do not regard it as improper 
to discuss the issue in the Anglo- 
Jewish press, because the advo- 
cates of violence have long used 
the press in their campaigns. I 
also fee] that I should be dere- 
lict in my duties as a rabbi if 1 
allowed fear of the uninformed 
and the hysterical to silence the 
expression of my views. 

In the Palestinian Hebrew 
press, the militant policy of Ben 
Gurion which touched off the 
wave of rioting in recent months 
is being openly subjected to bit- 
ter criticism. The “Aliyah Cha- 
dasha,” a conservative party, and 
a socialist group, headed by Jo- 


seph Sprinzak, demanded last 
month the resignation of Ben 
Gurion. (Reported in The Day, 
Feb. 11, 1946.) 

In fact, the course of events 
since November demonstrated un- 
mistakably the tragic fallacy of 
the policy of violence against 
the British. That policy was 
based primarily upon a Russian 
orientation in world politics and 
upon the active support of all 
centers of opposition to “Britisn 
imperialism.” In recent weeks, 
Soviet Russia showed her hand— 
and, it was all out, pro-Arab. It 
is now crystal clear that what- 
ever we may hope to get in Pal- 
estine in the immediate future 
will only be obtained with the 
help of the British. It is sheer 
madness to argue that such help 
can best be obtained by the 
shooting of British soldiers. 

Sir, I should be happy to see 
reasoned replies to my article in 
your paper. I believe that the 
Zionist cause can only be fur- 
thered by frank discussion, pro- 
vided such discussion is kept on 
a high journalistic level.*Surely, 
Hitler will have won his war 
against us if we stoop to employ 
his tactics of name calling in our 
public life. Nor should the Nazi- 
like preference of the “voice of 
blood” over the voice of reason 
serve as the dominant sentiment 
in Zionist ranks. 

May I say in conclusion that I 


“have not yet received one nega- 


tive reply which bothered to re- 
fute my arguments? I call upon 
you to keep the discussion with- 
in the confines of reason. Thus 
only can you serve the perman- 
ent good of Zionism.

During a 
family quarrel the epithet, “you 
dirty Jew ...”, is quite frequent- 
ly thrown at the Jewish partner 
to the match. 


When the children have to be 
given a religious education there 
is also confusion and strife over 
whether it shall be ‘Cheder” or 
church school. The children are 
made unhappy and miserable by 
that strife. Another pertinent 
fact: many of those mixed 
couples in Germany realized the 
utter futility of their act and so 
refrained from having children 
so that they would not have to 
be brought up in such an un- 
happy environment. If Segal is 
adverse to the idea of preserving 
the Jewish people as a separate 
entity why is he employed by 
The Jewish Post? Why is he em- 
ployed by any Jewish publica- 
tion believing in a distinct Jew- 
ish entity? 


“Perhaps I should have, said to 
him,” writes Segal, “that ‘Your 
Jewish problem doesn’t belong 
here, See me at another time 
when my being a Jew is _ sep- 
arated from my function of be- 
ing a member of mankind’,” This 
is the peak of blundering stupid- 





ity. Segal really put his foot into 
it this time. It reveals Segal’s 
utter lack of understanding of 
Jewish contributions to our civil- 
ization. In his haste to apologize 
for being a Jew he completely 
neglects the Jewish heritage. 
Perhaps Segal ought to read the 
Prophets. They clearly and force- 
fully stated the inseparability of 
the Jew with the world. Why, 
even the American Council for 
Judaism when arguing against 
Jewish nationalism quotes the 
Prophets as great international- 
ists! 


His reluctance to “cry out as 
a Jew when the entire human 
race is afflicted” gives one the 
impression that his solution of 
the Jewish problem is the crush- 
ing out and disappearance of the 
Jew. 


Segal’s philosophy seems to 
run in the line of the smug 
Stockholm Jews who (as Dr. 
Margoshes wrote) tried to stop 
immigration of Jewish refugees 
to Sweden because they feared 
more anti-Semitism. He is too 
smug, too omniscient. He does 
not deserve the name “Jew,” Tor 
what has been his contribution 
to the Jewish people besides 2 
few rambling columns having 
neither rhyme nor reason? His 
attitude reminds one of Russian 


Jews prior to the pogroms about 
70 years ago, and of the attitude 
of German Jews 15 years ago. 


BELIEVE IN DEITY: FLAYS RABBI SCHULTZ 
SAYS MANY PROMINENT JEWS DO NOT 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Your paper has been of great 
value to me as a source of news 
and information about Jewish ac- 
tivities and the Jewish people. 
Perhaps you would be interested 
in my opinion on a question that 
has frequently troubled your col- 
umns: Why do so many Jews 
stay away from synagogue serv- 
ices? May_I suggest that many 
Jews do not gather to worship 
God because they sincerely do 
not believe in a deity. 

How to bring unbelievers into 
the synagogue or temple is, of 
course, a question that is beyond 
me. It is a problem that began 
when we left the ghetto schools 
to study modern science. 

This isnot the place to engage 
in a philosophic discussion. I do 
not question the necessity of 
Jews who believe in God and the 
Jewish religioh to worship as 
they believe. I merely point out 
that there are many Jews who 
are honestly agnostics or athe- 
ists, including perhaps some of 
the prominent Jews who are 
mentioned as a credit to the Jew- 
ish people in your theatrical and 
movie columns, in your sports 
columns, and perhaps in your re- 
eent reporting of the scientists 
who worked on the atom bomb. 

We who are proud and loyal 
Jews despite our inability to 
join a synagogue in good faith 
wish to maintain an active, will- 
ing connection with our fellow 
Jews. We want to teach our chil- 
dren the history and languages 
of our people. We try to help 
our fellow Jews who have suf- 
fered from fascism and general 
anti-Semitism. We wish to do as 
much as we can to ensure that 
Jewish children as well as all 
the children of the world will as 
soon as possible be able to live 
lives that are honorable, peace- 
ful, economically secure, un- 
threatened by prejudices. 

We belong to whatever organi- 
zations we can honestly support 
to carry out these aims. Some 
Jews who feel themselves mem- 
bers of the working class belong 
to the Jewish branch of the In- 
ternational Workers’ Order, 
which your Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz either mistakenly or 
maliciously calls Red and which 
he derides because he says they 
“speak of religion as the ‘opiate 


of the masses’. 

Rabbi Schultz ought to know 
that this quotation is not de- 
rived from the policy, rules, or 
constitution of the I. W. O. To 
attribute this quotation to the 
L W. O. is as false as it would be 
to say that Temple Emmanu-El 
opposes the working class _be- 
cause some of its members be- 
long to the National Association 
of Manufacturers.

Instead of dividing the Jewish 
people still more, would it not 
be more to the interests of Ju- 
daism if Rabbi Schultz and other 
Jewish leaders tried to unite all 
Jews, of whatever philosophical, — 
religious, or political belief? Has 
not experience shown that the 
one idea held in common by ajJl 
Jews is the idea of winning for 
Jews the full rights of human- 
ity? No matter how much they 
have differed on other questions 
or even on the ways of advanc- 
ing this idea, no member of the 
American Jewish Committee has 
ever differed with Jewish radi- 
cals on this idea in itself. 


I must mention the Commun- 
ist Party, since Rabbi Schultz 
has shown bias against it in his 
treatment of news items clipped 
from The Freiheit. Can Rabbi 
Schultz question that if Jews in 
America have the right to be de- 
partment store owners, so also 
have they a right to be commun- 
ists, especially if they believe 
that the Communist program 
will benefit not only the majority 
of the people in the world but 
particularly the majority of the 
Jewish people? 


There are many Jews in the 
Communist Party, and many of 
them joined it because they saw 
the Communist Party as an or- 
ganization fighting fascism and 
fighta.g against the oppression 
of m.Nority peoples, including 
the Jewish people. Also, many of 
them saw in the U. S. S. R. the 
first government in the world 
that made anti-Semitism a justly 
punished crime, a government 
that fosters Jewish literature, 
Jewish art, Jewish life actively 
and wholeheartedly, as no other 
government has ever done. 

I don’t say that Rabbi Schultz 
should believe in Communism, I 
do say that he should recognize 
that there are Jews who in vary- 
ing degrees adhere to the Com- 
munist program and who would 
like to see his column report a 
Freiheit clipping as honestly as 
the rest of your paper reports 
the Jewish scene. If as a Rabbi, 
he cannot be thus objective, per- 
haps it would be fairer to let 
Rabbi Schultz write a column on 
religion and transfer the Yiddish 
Press assignment to one of your 
staff who is less hampered by re- 
ligious or political prejudices. 

At risk of repetition, may I tell 
you again that I find your paper 
valuable and enjoyable and ap- 
preciate keenly the difficulties 
you have to meet in writing and 
publishing a paper for so diversi- 
fied a people as we Jews are.

BUTCHER SHOP OPENED FOR DPs 


NEW YORK—Jewish displaced persons in Germany are now 
eating kosher meat slaughtered in an approved orthodox Jewish 


slaughterhouse for the first time 


since 1933, according to a report 


received by United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Washington 
’ headquarters. Through cooperation between the Military Govern- 


ment and UNRRA officials in Ba- 
varia, the first kosher butcher 
shop has been opened on Zenetti 
Strasse No. 2 in Munich. 

During the first week, 20 oxen 
Were butchered in the Munich 
Slaughter house, according to the 
Jewish tradition. Special knives, 
wielded by the Rabbi, were used 
for the slaughtering, and the meat 
was inspected by the Jewish rep- 
resentative. After receiving the 
kosher stamp, the meat was de- 
livered to the 4,000 orthodox Jews 
in UNRRA assembly centers in 
Bavaria. German sources supply 
the fresh meat.
